Mortgage ‘Lifeline’ Propesed 


Lenders offer 30 -day reprieve for delinquent homeowners 


WASHINGTON! Homeowners threatened with 
foreclosure would in some instances get a 
30 - day reprieve under an initiative the Bush 
administration announced Tuesday. Critics 
attacked the proposal as far short of what is 
needed to resolve a serious financial crisis 
that is threatening millions of families with 
the loss of their homes. 

Under the new program, Dubbed “Project 
Lifeline,” six of the nation’s largest financial 


institutions said they will begin contacting 
homeowners who are 90 or more days over- 
due on their monthly mortgage payments. 
The homeowners will be given the opportu- 
nity to put the foreclosure process on pause 
for 30 days while the lenders look for a way 
to make the mortgage more affordable. 

The new program represents the widen- 
ing of an initiative announced by President 
Bush in December that offers a freeze on sub- 


prime mortgage rates that are scheduled to 
reset to sharply higher rates for borrowers 
who qualify for the assistance. While saying 
the 30 -day pause in the foreclosure process 
was not a silver bullet. Treasury Secretary 
Henry Paulson said it could give borrowers 
valuable time to work out refinancing terms 
with their lenders. 

Critics said much more assistance will be 
needed to prevent what is expected to be a 
tidal wave of foreclosures in the coming two 
years, martin crutsinger (ap)

Senate Approves Telecom Immunity 


Bill would protect 
companies that agreed 
to government spying 

WASHINGTON I The Senate on Tues- 
day approved new rules for govern- 
ment eavesdropping on phone calls 
and e-mails, giving the White House 
much of the latitude it wanted and 
granting legal immunity to telecom- 
munications companies that helped 
in the snooping after the Sept. 11 
terrorist attacks. 

Protection for the telecom com- 
panies is the most prominent fea- 
ture of the legislation, something 
President Bush had insisted on as

essential to getting private -sector 
cooperation in spying on foreign ter- 
rorists and other targets. The bill 


would give retroactive protection 
to companies that acted without 
court permission. 

The House did not include the 
immunity provision in a similar bill 
it passed last year. House Repub- 
licans now want to adopt the Sen- 
ate bill, which would avoid con- 
tentious negotiations to work out 
differences between the compet- 
ing legislation. 

House Judiciary Committee 
Chairman John Conyers, D-Mich., 
said Tuesday he still opposes retro- 
active immunity. 

“There is no basis for the broad 
telecommunications company 
amnesty provisions advocated by 


the administration,” Conyers wrote 
in a letter to White House Counsel 
Fred Fielding asking for documents 
about the wiretapping program. 

The 68-29 Senate vote Tuesday 
to update the 1978 Foreign Intelli- 
gence Surveillance Act belied the 
nearly two months of stops and 
starts and bitter political wrangling 
that preceded it. The two sides had 
battled to balance civil liberties with 
the need to conduct surveillance on 
potential adversaries. 

At issue is the government’s post- 
Sept. 11 Terrorist Surveillance Pro- 
gram, which circumvented a secret 
court created 30 years ago to over- 
see such activities.

Study: Waiting to seek 
care for early cancer 
may not be health risk 

H E A LT H I Older men with early stage 
prostate cancer are not taking a big 
risk if they keep an eye on the dis- 
ease instead of treating it right away, 
suggests the largest study to look at 
the issue since PSA blood tests to 
detect tumors became popular. 

Only 10 percent of the 9,000 
men in the study who chose to 
delay or skip treatment had died 
of prostate cancer a decade later. 
The vast majority were alive without 
significantly worsening symptoms 
or had died of other causes. 

Even the 30 percent in the study 
who eventually sought treatment 
were able to delay it for an average 
of 11 years. 

Grace Lu-Yao of Robert Wood 
Johnson Medical School in New 
Jersey led the study. 

Whether to treat prostate can- 
cer is one of the biggest medical 
dilemmas today. The disease is 
the most common cancer in Amer- 
ican men, but most tumors grow 
so slowly they never threaten lives.

Sugar Refinery Continues to Burn 


Ga. fire officials have 
spent 5 days trying to 
extinguish the blaze 

PORT WENTWORTH, GA. I Specialists 
arrived Tuesday to help extinguish 
a five -day- old sugar-refinery fire 
burning too intensely and deeply 
for standard firefighting to douse, 
and officials feared the deadly 
blaze could once again burst into 
explosions. 

Thick masses of molten sugar 
were smoldering at temperatures 
as high as 4,000 degrees, even after 
a helicopter dumped thousands of 
gallons on the fire. 

“We’re dealing with a dormant 
volcano full of lava,” said Capt. Matt 
Stanley from the fire department 
in nearby Savannah. 

Six people are confirmed dead in

Thursday’s fire and two other work- 
ers remained missing Tuesday. 

Local officials called in a Texas 
company, Williams Fire Suppres- 
sion, that can submerge the fire with 
specialized equipment that pumps 
out 6,000 gallons a minute. 

A helicopter with a 250 -gallon 
bucket dropped almost 100 loads 
of water from the Savannah River 
on gutted silos of burning sugar 
Monday, but it only reduced the 


temperature of the sugar to about 
2,800 degrees. 

Seventeen workers injured in 
the accident remained hospital- 
ized Monday — 16 in critical con- 
dition with severe burns — accord- 
ing to Beth Frits of the Joseph M. 
Still Burn Center in Augusta. 

Dr. Fred Mullins, medical direc- 
tor for the burn center, said it will 
likely be a week or more before there 
is any significant sign of recovery 
for the patients, many of whom will 
require skin grafts for their most 
severe burns. 

“When you get burned like this, 
your immune system doesn’t func- 
tion properly,” Mullins said. 

Justin Purnell, 23, suffered 
burns on 60 percent of his body and 
will likely spend about two months 
in the hospital, his wife said. 

“He’s very strong, so we know 
he will pull through,” Jenny Pur- 
nell said. “Nobody can imagine. It’s 
amazing how your life can change.”

Opposition Leaders Would 
Team Up If They Win Votes 



Leaders of Pakistan’s two main 
opposition parties said Tuesday they 
would form a coalition government 
if — as expected — their groups win 
the biggest share of votes in next 
week’s parliamentary elections.

Emergency in East Timor 


President ‘luel^ to be 
alive’ after being shot 
in rebels’ eoup attempt 

DILI, EAST TIMOR I Armored U.N. 
vehicles guarded East Timor’s lead- 
ers Tuesday under a state of emer- 
gency declared after rebel soldiers 
critically wounded the Nobel Peace 
Prize-winning president and fired 
at the prime minister’s convoy. 

The army chief blamed the U.N. 
— which oversees a 1,400 -member 
international police force — for fail- 
ing to protect the country’s two top 
leaders and demanded an outside 
investigation. 

But the U.N. deputy head for 
East Timor said President Jose 
Ramos-Horta had wanted security 
provided by national authorities. 

Ramos-Horta was airlifted 


to an Australian hospital, where 
surgeons said Tuesday he was 
“extremely lucky to be alive” after 
they operated for three hours to 
remove bullet fragments. 

“His condition remains extreme- 
ly serious, but by the same token, 
stable,” Dr. Len Notaros, the gen- 
eral manager of the Royal Darwin 
Hospital, told the Australian Broad- 
casting Corp. “The next few days 
will be the telling point.” 

Ramos-Horta was shot in the 
chest and stomach in an apparent 
coup attempt by rebel soldiers. 

His guards returned fire, kill- 
ing rebel leader Alfredo Reinado.

Project triggers new

JERUSALEM I Israel announced 
plans Tuesday to build more than 
1,000 new homes in disputed east 
Jerusalem, infuriating the Palestin- 
ians and triggering a new crisis in 
already troubled peace talks. 


The Palestinians accused Isra- 
el of undermining efforts to reach 
a peace agreement by the end of 
the year and urged Israel to halt 
the project. 

The fate of east Jerusalem is 
the thorniest issue in peace talks.

Russia could target 
Ukraine if it joins 
Western alliance 

MOSCOW I Russia could aim nucle- 
ar weapons at Ukraine if the for- 
mer Soviet republic joins NATO 
and accepts the deployment of 
anti-missile defenses on its ter- 
ritory, President Vladimir Putin 
said Tuesday. 

Putin spoke at a news conference 
in Moscow after four hours of talks 
with Ukrainian President Viktor 
Yushchenko, in which both coun- 
tries agreed to settle a dispute over 
Ukraine’s gas debt. Yushchenko has 
said joining the Western alliance is 
a priority for his country. 

“That of course is Ukraine’s 
internal process ... and we don’t 
have the right, and we won’t, inter- 
fere in this process,” Putin said. But, 
he added, “that raises the question 
for Russia of the need for retalia- 
tory actions.” 

“It’s frightening not just to talk 
about, but even to think about, that 
in response to such deployment, the 
possibility of such deployments ... 
that Russia will have to point its 
warheads at Ukrainian territory,”

Australia Issues Apology

Lawmakers say sorry 
to Aborigines, marking 
historic act for nation 

CANBERRA, AUSTRALIA | Australia 
apologized Wednesday to its indig- 
enous people for past treatment that 
“inflicted profound grief, suffering 
and loss,” in a historic parliamen- 
tary vote that supporters said would 
open a new chapter in race relations 
in the country. 

Lawmakers unanimously adopt- 
ed Prime Minister Kevin Rudd’s 
motion to say sorry of behalf of all 
Australians in an emotional ses- 
sion of the federal Parliament that 
was telecast across the country and 
watched by crowds gathered giant 
screens set up in cities, students in 
school halls and people huddled 
around televisions in remote Out- 
back communities. 

“We apologize for the laws and 
policies of successive parliaments 
and governments that have inflicted 
profound grief, suffering and loss 
on these our fellow Australians,” 
Rudd said in Parliament, reading 


from the motion. 

The apology was directed at tens 
ofthousands of Aborigines who were 
forcibly taken from their families 
as children under now-abandoned 
assimilation policies. 

In a speech urging lawmakers to 
support the motion that was tele- 
cast nationally, Rudd also offered 
an apology on behalf of the govern- 
ment. “As prime minister of Austra- 
lia, I am sorry,” he said. “On behalf 
of the government of Australia, I 
am sorry. ... I offer you this apol- 
ogy without qualification.” 

Rudd received a standing ovation

Kaine Proposes New Cuts 


Governor says revenue 
eollections to come up 
$1.4B short of estimates 

RICHMOND, VA. | Gov. Timothy M. 
Kaine said Tuesday that state rev- 
enue collections through 2010 will 
come up nearly $1.4 billion short 
of earlier estimates, requiring 
sweeping budget cuts and a larger 
withdrawal from the state’s cash 
reserves. 

Kaine wants state agencies to 
draft plans to slash spending by an 
additional half-percent in the cur- 
rent fiscal year, which ends June 30, 
and 3 percent in the next two-year 
budget. The cuts could include an 
unspecified number of layoffs, the 


governor said. 

He proposed taking an addition- 
al $162 million from the state’s so- 
called “rainy- day” fund, bringing 
the total withdrawal to $423 mil- 
lion. 

The plan, 
which the Gen- 
eral Assembly 
will consider in 
its budget delib- 
erations, does not 
Kaine include any tax 

increases. Kaine 
said families and businesses, like 
state government, are struggling 
because of the softening national 
economy. 

“This would not be the right time 
to ask them to do more,” Kaine said 


at a news conference. 

The governor’s plan also spares 
basic state aid to public schools, aid 
to localities for at-risk children and 
mental health, which Kaine and leg- 
islators are striving to improve after 
last April’s shooting deaths of 32 
people at Virginia Tech by a men- 
tally disturbed student. 

However, he proposed scaling 
back state employee and teacher 
raises by 1 percentage point, to 
2 percent and 2.5 percent, respec- 
tively. Those would be the first 
cuts reversed if revenue collec- 
tions improve, Kaine said. 

Kaine’s plan does not touch the 
car tax relief administered by local 
governments and paid for by the 

state. LARRY O’DELL (AP)

GM Offers More Buyouts 


Automaker continues 
shake-up after losing 
$38.7 billion last year 

DETROIT I For all the good in GM’s 
2007 results — the near-record 
worldwide sales, the reduction in 
labor costs and in retiree health 
obligations — there is no get- 
ting around the $38.7 billion in 
red ink. 

The largest annual loss in the 
history of the auto industry signals 
that even with a garage full of hot 
vehicles and a historic new labor 
contract, GM has little hope of mak- 


ing a profit again before 2010 as the 
weak U.S. economy and competi- 
tion eat away at its 
gains. 

GM reported 
the record- setting 
loss on Tuesday and 
promptly offered a 
new round of buy- 
outs to 74,000 U.S. 
hourly workers in 
hopes of replacing 
some of them with 
lower-paid employees. 

GM wouldn’t say how many 
workers it hopes to shed, but under 
its new contract with the UAW, it 


will be able to replace up to 16,000 
workers doing non-assemblyjobs. 
The new employees will be paid half 
the old wage of $28 per hour. 

Under the offer, retirement- eli- 
gible workers could get between 
$45,000 and $62,500 as an incen- 
tive to retire with full pension and 
health benefits. Other workers will 
have the option to retire early or 
take up to $140,000 to leave with 
no pension or health care. 

In the US., workers represented 
by the UAW — or about 98 percent of 
GM’s US. hourly workers — will be 
eligible for the buyouts, GM spokes- 
man Dan Flores said, (ap)

BlackBerry Users Fume Over Outage 


SAN JOSE, CALIF. | The company 
that makes the ubiquitous, addic- 
tive BlackBerry smart phones said 
Tuesday it was still looking into what 
caused the second widespread ser- 
vice disruption in less than a year. 

Research in Motion Ltd. said 
customers in the United States and 
Canada “experienced intermittent 
delays” for about three hours Mon- 
day beginning about 3:30 p.m. 

Outages have been rare in the 
BlackBerry ’s nine-year history, but 
when they do hit, subscribers are 
quick to unleash their fury.

“I’m mad — it’s enough already,” 
said a frustrated Stuart Gold, who 
said he receives 1,000 e-mails per 
day as director of field marketing 


for Web analytics company Omni- 
ture Inc. 

Users described frantic moments 
of tapping away at disabled 
machines before realizing an out- 
age had zapped their service. 

“Everyone’s in crisis because 
they’re all picking away at their 
BlackBerrys and nothing’s happen- 
ing,” said Garth Turner, a Canadian 
Parliament member. “It’s almost like 
cutting the phone cables or a total 
collapse in telegraph lines a century 
ago. It just isolates people in away 
that’s quite phenomenal.” (ap)

Ciemens 

Week of fresh starts 
is overshadowed by 
steroids testimony 

BASEBALL I The sun is always shin- 
ing, or so it seems, when baseball 
teams gather in Florida and Arizona 
to begin spring training, as they’re 
doing this week. Everyone is unde- 
feated; hope abounds. 

And sometime Wednesday, a play- 
er here or there might just flip on a TV 
and tune in to see the spotlight shine 
on the sport’s seamy side, to watch 
while celebrated pitcher Roger Cle- 
mens and the man who accused him 


of using steroids sit in a wood-pan- 
eled hearing room in the cold nation’s 
capital to testify to Congress. 

“It’s disappointing for everyone 
that plays baseball — not just the 
players, but management, own- 
ership, commissioner,” New York 
Yankees captain Derek Jeter, a past 
teammate of Clemens’, said Tuesday 
after working out at the team’s minor 
league complex in Tampa, Fla. 

Speaking generally about what 
has been called baseball’s Steroids 
Era, Jeter added: “It’s a bad time 
for the game.” 

For many months, the symbolic 
figure of that “bad time” was viewed

as home run king Barry Bonds. Now 
Bonds has ceded much of the atten- 
tion to Clemens. Both were among 
the more than 80 players mentioned 
in former Senate majority leader 
George Mitchell’s report on drugs in 
baseball, released in December. 

The claims about Clemens made 


by his former personal trainer, Brian 
McNamee, resonated the loudest. 
McNamee, the other chief witness at 
Wednesday’s hearing of the House 
Committee on Oversight and Gov- 
ernment Reform, told federal pros- 
ecutors and then Mitchell that he 
injected Clemens at least 16 times 
with steroids and human growth 
hormone from 1998 to 2001. 

Lawmakers’ ears perked up 
when Clemens began vigorously 
and repeatedly denying allega- 
tions published by their past col- 


league, Mitchell. 

Hence Wednesday’s hearing, 
which originally was scheduled to 
also include former Clemens team- 
mates Andy Pettitte and Chuck Kno- 
blauch, along with convicted steroids 
distributor and former New York 
Mets employee Kirk Radomski, all 
of whom were recused on Monday. 

“Things don’t overwork out exact- 
ly the way you’d like, and I know there 
will be a lot of attention tomorrow, 
obviously,” commissioner Bud Selig, 
who testified before the committee 
last month, said Tuesday. “But pitch- 
ers and catchers report this week, 
and the interest in our sport is enor- 
mous.”

The coach, in his 19th year at 
Maryland, was being honored for 
his 60 0th career victory, collect- 
ed days earlier. The students in 


the lower bowl and the graduated 
fans above clapped and stomped 
and hollered. 

In December, those same fans in 
those same seats weren’t so gener- 
ous. Boos were heard regularly when 
the Terrapins were just 6-6 after 
12 games. They’d lost to American 
and Ohio University and seemed 
on the verge of slipping south of 
respectability. 

What’s happened in the 12 games 
since is another testament to the 


patience and judgment that helped 
Williams collect those 600 wins. 

“We’re playing very well right 
now in terms of what we’ve been 
trying to do since December and 
that’s get better,” Williams said. 
“I’m proud of our players in terms 
of our efforts to do that. Hopeful- 
ly, we can stay consistent down the 
stretch.” 

The Terrapins (l6-8 overall, 6-3 
ACC) are now in third place in the 
Atlantic Coast Conference. They 


defeated then-No. 1 North Caroli- 
na and put a scare into No. 2 Duke 
a week later. They get another shot 
at the Blue Devils Wednesday night 
at Cameron Indoor Stadium. 

Maryland has shown an 
improved offensive attack, one able 
to score from underneath the bas- 
ket when possible and beyond the 
arc when necessary.

HOYAS HOOPS I In a game in which 
47 fouls had already been called and 
only 30 field goals had been made, 
Georgetown guard Jonathan Wal- 
lace was bumped out of bounds with 
.1 second left against Villanova. 

Two made free throws later and 
the No. 8 Hoyas — the beneficiaries 
of another controversial call on Pat- 
rick Ewing Jr.’s game-winning block 
versus West Virginia — had once 
again escaped with a close win.

Georgetown is used to nail-bit- 
ers by now. Four league wins have 
come by three points or less: 

Jan. 12 vs. Connecticut, 72-69 
Jan. 21 vs. Syracuse, 64-62 (OT)

Feb. 11 vs. Villanova, 55-53 


“You prefer not to be in those sit- 
uations,” said Wallace, who scored 
15 points in Georgetown’s 55-53 vic- 
tory Monday night at home. 

Whether you think the referees 
should have issued the 48th foul or 
let the game go to overtime, George- 
town (20-3 overall, 10-2 Big East) 
has proven a knack to eke out victo- 
ries even without playing their best 
offensively. The Hoyas have beaten 
four Big East foes by three points or 
less to stay atop the standings. 

“That’s what they do,” said Villa- 
nova coach Jay Wright, who said he 
didn’t see the play when the climac- 
tic foul was called. “They find ways 
to win with their defense.” 


The big question for Georgetown 
is whether all the close calls will 
better prepare the team for next 
month’s Big East tournament and 
the NCAA tournament.

Busch, Stewart Get 6-Race Probation 


DAYTONA 500 I NASCAR placed 
drivers Kurt Busch and Tony Stewart 
on probation for six races Tuesday, 
beginning with the Daytona 500. 

The punishment stems from 
a confrontation between the two 
former series champions, who 
wrecked in practice last week and 
then carried it into the NASCAR 
officials’ trailer. 

While nobody involved in the 


incident would confirm that Stew- 
art actually punched Busch during 
a meeting with officials, as is widely 
believed, NASCAR vice president 
of competition Robin Pemberton 
inferred that Busch’s penalty was 
for what happened on the track and 
Stewart’s was for what happened 
afterward. 

“The accident was a racing inci- 
dent,” Pemberton said. “How they 


conducted themselves after that, 
after the accident and coming onto 
pit road and from there through the 
rest of the evening is why the pen- 
alties were equal.” 

NASCAR officials came into this 
season saying drivers would be given 
more latitude to show emotion this 
year, and the relatively light nature 
of Tuesday’s punishments would

New Approach for ‘Mr. 50’ 


Stevenson’s not making

WIZARDS NOTEBOOK I Mr. 50 has 
become Mr. Three. 

DeShawn Stevenson — who pre- 
tended to ostracize teammates who, 
unlike him, were shooting less than 
50 percent from the floor last year 
— has traded in that moniker for the 
opportunity to take more shots from 
behind the arc.

The sure-handed guard has 
even kept an impressive assist-to- 
turnover ratio while getting more 
minutes, averaging 3.2 assists for 


each giveaway. 

Though the veteran guard 
missed the last two games with a 
sore ankle, he told The Washington 
Post that he hoped to get back on the 
floor for Wednesday’s game against 
the Los Angeles Clippers.

Ubiquitous wildlife is 
sometimes hard to get 
a glimpse of in Alaska 

DESTINATIONS I It was near the end 
of a six-hour bus tour of Denali 
National Park that we got a good, 
long look at a bear eating his way 
through a field of berries. 

Elsewhere in Alaska, my hus- 
band, two sons and I had watched 
whales spouting near Juneau, 
eagles along the Chilkat River, 
and waterways in Ketchikan and 
Skagway so full of salmon they 
could barely move. 

But we’d headed to Denali know- 
ing that the park’s 9,400 square 
miles are home to just 350 brown 
bears. We hoped to see them, but 
we were prepared for the possibil- 
ity that we might not. 

And therein lies an important 
point to keep in mind if you’re plan- 
ning a trip to Alaska this summer. 
There are no guarantees you’ll see

wildlife, but you can improve your 
chances if you’re patient and if you 
put yourself in the right place at the 
right time. 

“People go to Alaska to see wild- 
life for a reason, but you see it in 
many ways and in many circum- 
stances,” said Holland America 
Line spokesman Erik Elvejord. 


“Don’t expect a lineup of bears when 
you hit the pier, or pods of whales 
everywhere the ship goes.” 

On the bus tour we took, we saw 
moose, caribou and Dali sheep in 
addition to the bear. 

We also spotted a magnificent 
owl perched in a treetop by the side 
of the road. Just then, the bird shot 


out of the tree, swooping straight for 
us. It swerved at the last moment as 
we hastily closed the window. 

For a family from New York, 
where the only birds we see are 
pigeons, it doesn’t get any more 
exciting than having an owl remind 
you that you are indeed where the

Although the music is still 
vibrant, it’s hard to detach the 
’80s from “Thriller.” 

A skinny guy with a Jheri curl 
and a fresh nose job single-hand- 
edly brought black music back to the 
mainstream, polishing and fusing 
elements of styles that were in limbo 
during the late 1970s and early ’80s. 
Glints of disco, R&B, new wave. 


punk and rock suffused “Thriller,” 
which CBS Records (now Sony- 
BMG) brilliantly mass -marketed. 
Jackson, who had been refined by 
the Motown machine during his 
years as a child star, became the 
era’s most important artist. 

“Thriller’s” iconic status has been 
well documented over the years. It 
remains pop’s biggest-selling album, 
with more than 100 million copies 
sold worldwide. Everything about 
“Thriller” — Quincy Jones’ surreal. 


stylish production; the videos with 
the Broadway- style choreography;

Borrow Hot Wheels 
or Barbies through 
a new online service 

After scouring the Internet to fill 
her house with only the best toys 
for her infant twin sons, Lori Pope 
hated to watch the clutter build as 
the boys lost interest. 

“If you can rent movies, video 
games and even handbags online,” 
she thought, “Why not toys?” 

That’s the idea behind Baby 
Plays, a Web -based company Pope 
launched in October that allows 
parents to receive four or six toys 
in the mail every month, asembled 
and ready for playtime. 

Call it Netflix for the toddler set. 

Baby Plays subscribers visit 
the company’s Web site to browse 
among nearly 200 toys for newborns 
through preschoolers. Customers 
build a wish list of toys they’d like 
to rent, and Pope’s staff ships them 
to their door. 

“It’s going to take a load off of 
moms,” Pope said. 

The program has been great for 
Heidi Borden, a financial analyst 
from the Houston suburb of Katy 
who used to dread shopping for toys 
with her now 11-month- old daugh- 
ter and 2 -year- old son. 

“She wants to get on the floor 
and he’s running down the aisle and 
I’m just stressed to pick out some- 
thing really good really quick, get 
in and out,” said Borden, 39. “It’s 
just a lot nicer to be able to do this 
online and not worry about if it’s 
something that they don’t like.” 

As the co-owner of an oilfield 
supply business. Pope also didn’t 
have a lot of time to shop. To save 
time, money and space, she searched 
the Internet for a toy rental com- 
pany. When she couldn’t find one, 
she decided to start her own. 

Pope started with 10 customers, 
shipping toys out of spare office 


space in her business. Now she has 
about 200 customers nationwide, 
including about 40 grandparents, 
and is preparing to move into a 
3,000-square-foot warehouse 
next door. 

She has spent $250,000 of the 
money she’s made from her other 
business to get the company off 
the ground, from buying toys and 
hiring employees to subletting the 
office and storage space. She still 
pours about $12,000 per month 
into the company but hopes to 
begin turning a profit by this 
fall. 

Customers pay $28.99 per 
month to get four toys per month 
for three months and $35.99 per 
month to get six toys per month for

three months. Families willing to 
sign a yearlong contract can get six 
toys per month for $31.99. 

Baby Plays’ inventory includes 
popular toys by brands such as 
VTech, LeapFrog and Playskool 
as well as more obscure European 
manufacturers. Pope keeps at least 
seven of each kind of toy in stock so 
she can fulfill almost every request. 
She plans to double her inventory 
over the next two months. 

Pope mainly stocks sturdy, easy- 
to- clean toys with few parts or parts 
that are easily replaced. She searches 
Web sites and catalogs for popular 
toys that are appropriate for small 



children and meet all European and 
American safety standards. 

Once a new toy comes in. Pope 
invites Houston-area customers 
and their children to her office for 
some hands-on testing. If the kids 
love them, she’ll order more. If they 
ignore the toy or lose interest in just 
a few minutes, it’s cut. 

The toys are sanitized with Clo- 
rox wipes and loaded with fresh bat- 
teries before being shrink-wrapped 
and boxed for shipment. The few 


toys that are too big to be 
shipped fully assembled are 
boxed with a screwdriver and 
instructions. 

Families generally keep the 
toys for one month and then send 
them back in the box they came in, 
using a postage -paid return label 
the company includes with each 
shipment. Most parents know 
that’s long enough for little kids to 
exhaust their interest. 

But it’s no big deal if the little

one wants to hang on to 
a couple of toys for several 
months. Pope said. Parents 
can just exchange the toys 
they don’t want, and new toys 
are shipped out as the old ones 
are returned. 

Pope also keeps a close eye on 
the merchandise, yanking toys 
that are broken or more than “gen- 
tly worn” and donating them to 
needy families nominated by her 
customers. 

“If it has a little scratch on it, 
we’re not going to take it out of the 
program,” she said. 

But, “we’re not going to ever 
send anybody anything that 
they’re going to feel like is junk.”

Marketers, history 
instruct us to quaff 
sweet love potions 

Valentine’s Day, the annual holi- 
day of price-gouging florists and 
bad drinks, is nearly upon us. The 
“Official Harvard Student Agencies 
Bartending Course” captures the 
unfortunate liquid aesthetic, declar- 
ing that Valentine’s Day calls for “a 
red or pink ‘love potion’ punch.” 

And because Valentine’s Day has 
long been associated with choco- 
late, I’ve been told that some take 
the holiday as a license to commit 
Chocolate Martinis. 

Corporate marketing depart- 
ments don’t exactly help when they 
propagate cocktails imagined to be 
redolent of romance. 

Dubonnet urges one to “Express 
Your Love in the Language of Cock- 
tails” with a drink called a “Sweet 
Red Kiss.” Made with Dubonnet’s 
red aperitif wine, the raspber- 


ry liqueur Chambord, currant- 
flavored vodka, and splashes of 
orange, pineapple and cranberry 
juice, the drink — you’d think — 
would be sweet enough to satisfy 
even the most morbid of sweet- 
cravings. But Dubonnet also rec- 


ommends putting sugar on the rim 
of the glass. 

Pernod-Ricard, touting cocktails 
for Valentine’s Day, asks: “What bet- 
ter way to leave a lasting impression 
than with romantic cocktails from 
your heart?” One of its suggestions

is the Kahlua Exotic Bliss — coffee 
liqueur, raspberry vodka and gren- 
adine garnished with fresh rasp- 
berries. This cocktail may indeed 
leave a lasting impression, just not 
the sort one wants. 

Looking for vintage drinks in 
keeping with the holiday doesn’t 
deliver much better results. 

There is an old Cupid Cocktail 
made with sherry, a whole egg, pow- 
dered sugar and cayenne pepper. 
Sherry, dry vermouth and a dash 
of Angostura gets you an Amour. 
While the Love Cocktail isn’t bad 
— gin, lemon juice, egg white and 
grenadine — it is indistinguishable 
from a Clover Club. 

But that doesn’t mean we can’t 



find drinks fit for wooing. 

Romantic cocktailing is a well- 
established concept, born of Pro- 
hibition. Before America’s ignoble 
experiment, saloons were primar- 
ily the province of men. 

Novelist, historian and drinks - 
scribbler Bernard DeVoto thanked 
the speakeasy culture of the ’20s for 
ending all that: “Prohibition sanc- 
tioned women to share liquor with 
men frankly, without surreptitious - 
ness or shame.” 

The 1934 musical “Murder at the 
Vanities” celebrated the new cul- 
ture of romantic drinking, with the 
song “Cocktails for Two.” The verse 
set the tone: “No longer slinking/ 
Respectably drinking/Like civilized 
ladies and men.” 

The shared Martini often sig- 
nals equality. When first we meet 
Nora Charles in the movie “The 
Thin Man,” she is joining her hus- 
band, Nick, at a nightclub, where 
he already has a head start, Mar- 
tini-wise. 

“Say, how many drinks have you 
had?” Myrna Loy asks as the waiter 
brings them a pair of cocktails. 

“This,” says William Powell, 
“will make six Martinis.” She asks 
the waiter to line up five more 
for her. The sharing of Martinis 
establishes how simpatico Nick 
and Nora are. 

They even share hangovers.

three years ago, he shifted to part 
time at his old job and began work- 
ing at Ace Beverage, learning about 
wines, pricing, ordering for large 
events, and the three-tier system of 
importing, distributing and selling. 
He left government relations upon 
enrolling in wine classes. 

Around Washington, the 
ISG’s Wine Fundamentals I and 
H are offered only through the 
Art Institute of Washington 
(Artinstitutes.edu/arlington, 877- 
303-3771). 

The course load is intense: six 
hours per session for 12 weeks, 
covering colors, flavors, varietals, 
regional soil and climate, how wine 
works with food and much more. 
The next wine class at the Art

tenders seeking to expand their 
income or expertise.” 

Here’s how it works: Wine 
Fundamentals I (four weeks) and 
II (eight weeks) cost $1,500. You 
can stop there for a certificate of 
completion or go on to the ISO’s 
24-week, $3,100 diploma course, 
which includes buying, storing, cel- 
lar management and proper service 
techniques. All that plus passing 
a six-part exam — over two nine- 
hour days — certifies you as a pro- 
fessional sommelier. 

“About $5,000 can change your 
life’s direction,” says Prifold, count- 
ing the cost of wine a student would 
have to buy and taste to understand 
the course work. 

Then there’s the time factor. All 
three classes take nearly a year to 
complete. Cook studied while work- 
ing at Ace as well as at Vino Volo, a 
company that places wine bars in 


airports; he helped open the one 
at Dulles. “I did all three for seven 
months,” he says. “One day, I real- 
ized I had no regular day off.” 

Working full time at Vino Volo 
while waiting to hear that he’d 
passed the exams. Cook learned 
from a classmate about an open- 
ing at Agraria Restaurant in 
Washington Harbour. He stayed 
briefly before a headhunter con- 
nected him with the Jaleo job, which 
he started in January 2007. 

As a full manager at the popu- 
lar tapas restaurant. Cook helps 
run the whole operation, includ- 
ing overseeing about 20 front- 
of-house staffers per shift. With 
beverage managers at Jaleo’s other 
branches, he orders all potables and 
educates the staff about the exten- 
sive Spanish wine list — vintages, 
the nuances and what goes with 
which foods. He tastes many wines 


as Jaleo revamps its list. 

It’s 50 to 60 hours per week but 
lucrative: According to the ISG, 
American sommeliers make about 
$60,000 to $150,000, depending 
on time in the field, level of exper- 
tise and area of the country. Plus, 
there’s an upcoming trip to Spain 
to check out what’s new. 

Now that an evening’s enjoyment 
has become his day job. Cook still 
relaxes with friends in his off-hours 
— but usually with non- Spanish 
wines “to keep fresh. 

“I like to think of myself as a 
modern sommelier, not the stuffy 
stereotype,” Cook says. “I intro- 
duce people to different vintages 
and styles depending on the type 
of food, ingredients, time of year, 
what they like, and what they want 
to spend. There’s no greater satis- 
faction than to hear. We love this 
wine!”’ ellen ryan

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Pros can’t agree 
on whether your 
desk should be 
kept clean, orderly 

There’s one in every office — that 
guy whose desk is obscured by tee- 
tering piles of overstuffed manila 
folders, pen-stuffed mugs, computer 
speakers and other random office 
supplies. His stuff totally consumes 
his work space, leaving him only a 
Post-it- size area on which to write 
or set a cup of coffee. 

On the other extreme is your 


co-worker who clears her worksta- 
tion off every day, spraying it with 
Dust Be Gone before putting her 
color- coordinated folders in neat, 
symmetrical piles. You know — 
the employee -of-the -month type 
whose cubicle looks like a furni- 
ture showroom, or worse, a space- 
ship cabin? 

From ginormous federal agen- 
cies to teensy nonprofits, D.C. offic- 
es overflow with workers who keep 
their desks either shockingly messy 
or robotically clean. Is falling into 
either camp good for your career 
or work output? 

Career experts Theo Theobald 


and Cary Cooper, authors of “Desk 
Detox: Declutter Your Life and 
Mind” (Wiley, $20), believe that 
slobs need to clean up their acts 
if they want to be truly produc- 
tive. In their book, they go into 
how a mountain of tilting paper- 
work might be the first sign that 
other areas of a your life are going 
to topple into chaos. 

Why do some people feel the 
need to let it all hang out on their 
desktops? 

“To show colleagues that they 
have a life outside the workplace,” 
says Theobald in an e-mail from 
England, where both he and Cooper

“MAP” YOUR DESK: “Stop and consider all the individual items on your desk and 
its surroundings, and think hard about when you last used them,” says Theo 
Theobald, co-author (with Cary Cooper) of “DESK DETOX: DECLUTTER YOUR 
LIFE AND MIND” (Wiley, $19.95). If newspapers from the Clinton administra- 
tion and bottles of Wite-Out are within easy reach, you need to do some serious 
purging. 

KEEP THE OFT-USED STUFF CLOSE: The more frequently something is used (the 
recycling bin, your green Sharpie, any documents related to the reportthat is due 
at3:30 p.m. sharp today), the closer at hand itshould be. Arrangeyour deskand 
office accordingly. 

KEEP IT TASTEFUL : Really, folks — leave the pens depicting hotties whose 
clothes magically fall off at home. Knickknacks that “someone mightfind offen- 
sive need to be edited out,” says Karen James Chopra, a D.C. -based career 
counselor. Their presence on your desk speaks to yourtactand judgment “and, 
therefore, to your suitability for a more visible and responsible job.” 

USE 20-MINUTE BURSTS TO REALLY CRANK: Set a timer if you must, but dedi- 
cate yourself to working at one task at your desk for 20 minutes without stopping. 
“Any longer, and your attention will wander; any shorter, and you’ll flitfrom one 
thing to another,” Theobald says. 

REAP FILING’S PSYCHOLOGICAL BENEFITS : Henry Dunbar, director of publica- 
tions at Reading Is Fundamental, calls putting away materials related to complet- 
ed tasks satisfying, “natural milestonesthat signal a projectisfinished.” a.r.n. 


reside. “They have photos or draw- 
ings by their kids as a reminder of 
why they’re at work in the first 
place.” Or they pile up reports or 
knickknacks to fit in with the cul- 
ture of their organization — a sort 
of visual bragging. “People think a 
mountain of memos and papers sig- 
nals that they’re extremely busy and 
important,” says Theobald. 

Henry Dunbar, 44, direc- 
tor of publications at Reading Is 
Fundamental in D.C., strives to 
find middle ground between a 
mess and an Ikea catalog. Color- 
coded files on his office desk help 
organize work projects, while a talk- 
ing “Napoleon Dynamite” doll and 
his kids’ artwork amuses him and 
visitors in his office. Still, “I have 
to turn my back on fun stuff when 
I am working,” he says. 

Others have their own rituals. 
Amy Blaine, 37, a medical librar- 
ian in Falls Church, says that both 
her real and virtual desktops must 
be tidied before she can start a new 
task, just as the kitchen sink has 
to be cleared of dirty dishes before 
she’ll brew a pot of coffee. 

Theobald notes that the blessing/ 
curse that is technology — IM and 
email, YouTube videos making their 
way around the office network, the 
ceaselessly ringing phone — can 


exacerbate the distractions of a 
cluttered desk. “The more channels 
of communication that emerge and 
the greater the number of messages 
that bombard us, the shorter our 
attention spans become,” he says. 
And the more likely output will 
take a hit. 

Or so some say. Michael 
Panich, president of Landover- 
based engineering firm New West 
Technologies, is a proponent of 
what he calls “stratigraphic filing” 
of materials related to the dozen 
or so projects he might be work- 
ing on at a given time (picture a 
strata — layers of rock, sand and 
soil stacked atop one another — to 
grasp his metaphor). 

“I can find whatever I need in a 
paper stack on my desk faster than 
if I had put it in a filing cabinet,” 
boasts Panich, 62. “I usually have no 
difficulty finding things, because I 
don’t throw anything away.” He has 
little feeling but scorn for the clean- 
desk cops. “I had a colleague once 
who filed everything and spent 
most of his time cleaning his desk. 
He was the least productive person 
I ever saw.” 

As president, Panich can afford 
to call the shots. But Karen James 
Chopra, a career counselor in D.C., 
observes that even one comment 


from your boss about the state of 
your desk is a sign that you need 
to straighten things up. 

“Of course, you don’t have to do 
that, but your boss doesn’t need to 
promote you, either,” she says. 

“Desk Detox” authors Theobold 
and Cary, of course, insist that a 
clean desk signals a clear mind, 
a more productive workday and, 
maybe, a parking spot right out 
front. They advocate getting rid of 
every item on your desk that’s non- 
essential to the project at hand, then 
chipping away at that one task in 
20 -minute spurts, giving yourself 
periodic short breaks (er, that’s 45 
seconds, not half an hour!) from the 
monitor to glance out the window 
or otherwise recharge (see sidebar 
for more tips). 

That’s more in line with how 
Marian Wiseman thinks. Affeelance 
writer on Capitol Hill, Wiseman, 61, 
says her “penchant is to be unclut- 
tered — to put away everything unre- 
lated to the current project. But in a 
pinch, “I can and do work with things 
messed up” on her desk. 

But Blaine’s organizational rit- 
uals don’t carry over into all areas 
of her life. 

“Open my glove compartment,” 
she laughs, “and it’s like a jack-in-

Studies show that 41 percent of 
U.S. workers are dissatisfied with 
their jobs. Why don’t more people 
like their careers, and why aren’t 
they doing anything to change 
that? 

CF: It’s easier to think about what 
you don’t want to do than what you 
do want to do. We don’t have time to 
really think about what our options 
are. We just get kind of get stuck in 
that rut of negative thinking. 

KY: People don’t feel like they have 
the option. They’re so weighed 
down by personal responsibilities 
they don’t feel like they can get out 
from under them. 

Are women too nice? Are they too 
worried about being liked, rath- 
er than doing what’s best for their 
careers? 

KY: We talk about fears in the 
book, and that’s a very common 
fear women have. It was my fear. 
I wanted to be liked, I never want- 
ed to say no, and I was too busy to 
focus on my future and my growth 


and what I wanted next. 

What are easy things a woman can 
do right now to help kick her career 
into gear? 

CF: Start keeping track of your 
accomplishments. A lot of people 
don’t reflect on their contributions

until their annual review. But if you’re 
someone who’s on top of what you’ve 
brought to the table, what you’ve got- 
ten better at, how you’ve inspired the 
team, you’re really in great shape 
when it comes to your annual review 
to ask for a raise or promotion. 


KY: Make a conscious decision to 
grow your network. Whether that 
means you join an organization or 
create your own group of women 
to support you, make an effort to 
develop relationships that will be 
mutually beneficial to your future. 
And be conscious that you need to 
ask for what you want. 

What are some common things 
women do, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, to impede their careers? 

CF: They use the word “we,” and 
they should be using the word “1.” 
That’s pretty common. Anytime 
they’re with their managers talk- 
ing about their career and their 
future, they need to start using 
the word “I.” A lot of women are 
uncomfortable doing that. 

KY: Women also forget to ask for 
things. If you don’t ask, you don’t 
get. Women also don’t say “no” very 
often. Men have a really uncanny 
ability to sort of know what’s not 
their job.

Why do women have such a hard 
time selling themselves? 

KY: Women are trained, we’ve both 
found in interviews, to keep their 
head down and do good work, and 
it will be rewarded.

your career and setting goals for 
it and moving it forward, it’s real- 
ly nobody else’s job. Change hap- 
pens all the time; you’re better off 
being a manager of that change and 
instigating change. Also, frankly, 
there isn’t really a “perfect job” 
out there. You need to create an 
opportunity that’s the right fit for 


you. But in order to make that hap- 
pen, you have to be a participant. 
You can’t be watching your career 
passively. 

Why do women need to approach 
their careers differently than men? 

CF: Women have unique challenges 
when it comes to competing in the 
workplace. They have to develop a 
different skill set. One is learning 
how to sell themselves, two is how 
to ask for what they want, and three 
is building their own networks. 

Can you get your career in gear 
without putting your personal life 
in neutral? 

CF: Kicking your career into gear 
is about creating a professional life 


that’s really satisfying and inspiring, 
not about cutting out your personal 
life if it’s important. It’s about cre- 
ating an environment that’s satis- 
fying on all levels. 

KY: Take a longer view of it. When 
you have many personal responsibili- 
ties, too, it’s more of a balancing act, 
sure, but it’s also about communica- 
tion with your partner or your kids or 
whoever you have to communicate 
with. It’s a give and take, and some- 
times work is on the front burner, but 
it won’t be all of the time. 

Is there anything you learned while 
you were writing this book that you 
wish you had known earlier in your 
careers? 

CF: We spent a chapter in the 


book on fears, and I think one of 
the reasons we included that is 
if you address the fears you may 
be bringing into the workplace 
early on, you’re getting rid of a 
lot of stumbling blocks for your- 
self. People aren’t conscious of the 
baggage and fears they’re bringing 
in that are affecting their ability to 
grow. In that chapter, we did bring 
into it some fears we wish we had 
gotten over sooner. 

KY: We knew what we didn’t want 
and were being driven by that. We 
never did know what we want- 
ed other than that we wanted to 
work for ourselves. And that was 
really out of necessity, because we 
couldn’t stand working for anybody

Veterans find the 
Gl Bill doesn’t pay 
for all the costs of 
college education 

Joey Larman was a year out of high 
school and flipping burgers at a 
McDonald’s in King George County, 
Va., in 1997 when he decided that 
joining the Army was his best shot 
at getting an education. After he left 
the infantry — four years, a wife and 
two children later — he was even 
more determined to go to college 
and was counting on his military 
benefits to pay for it. 

But it would be a long haul. 
Larman, who now lives in 
Gaithersburg, received just enough 


money from his military educa- 
tion benefit and grants to cover 
Montgomery College’s $1,400 
tuition and other educational 
expenses each semester. He took 
night classes so he could stay home 
with the kids, cutting day care out 
of the budget. But money was tight. 
His wife made about $35,000 per 
year, not much for the family to live 
on in suburban Washington. 

The finances got even trickier 
after Larman finished his associ- 
ate’s degree at Montgomery College 
and transferred to the University of 
Maryland in 2004 to complete his 
bachelor’s degree. His tuition sky- 
rocketed to more than $3,000 per 
semester. Larman took out loans 
to cover the difference between his 
tuition and his military benefit for 


the first year. But by the start of his 
senior year, he had tapped all of his 
benefits. All the while, bills would 
arrive before there was money to 
pay them. One time, the family’s 
only car needed more than $1,000 
in repairs, and Larman had little 
choice but to put the charges on a 
credit card. 

Despite the hurdles, Larman 
saw it through. He graduated in 
May 2006 from Maryland with 
a degree in marketing, 41/2 years 
after starting college and nearly 
$15,000 in debt. 

“If you want something, you have 
to be willing to do what it takes to 
get it,” says 

Larman, 29, who now is a 
civilian contract specialist for the

Defense Department. “Yeah, in a 
perfect world, you serve in the mili- 
tary and you get to go to school for 
free. But that’s not the way it is, at 
least not right now.” 

It hasn’t always been this 
way. The idea of college benefits 
in exchange for military service 
originated with the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act of 1944, legis- 
lation aimed at assimilating the 
16 million troops mobilized for 
World War II back into civilian life. 
Under that law, commonly referred 
to as the GI Bill, the government set 
a generous tuition limit that picked 
up the entire tab of most veterans’ 
educations and also helped with 
housing and other reentry costs. 
About half of that era’s veterans 
took advantage of the college ben- 
efits offered. 

The bill has been renewed by 
Congress over the decades, with 
changes reflecting whether the 
nation is at war or peace and how 
high veterans benefits are on the 
nation’s priority list. The current 
version — called the Montgomery 
GI Bill, after the late Rep. Gillespie 
V. “Sonny” Montgomery, D-Miss., a 
champion of veterans — took effect 
in 1985 during peacetime. Veterans 
advocates complain it has not kept 
pace with rising college tuition and 
increases in the cost of living, and 
there are two bills afloat in Congress 
that seek to reform it. 

Currently, most veterans max 
out their benefits at $38,700 for 
their entire college education. 
Meanwhile, the total cost of in- 
state tuition, fees, room and board 
at this country’s public four-year 
universities averaged $46,817 over 
the past four years, according to the 
College Board. 

Enlistees who want education- 
al benefits must contribute $1,200 
during their first year of service. In 
exchange, veterans who enlisted for 
active duty later receive $1,075 per 
month (or slightly more if they con- 
tribute an extra $600 anytime dur- 
ing their service) for up to 36 months, 
or four academic years, as full-time 
students. The benefit must be used 
within 10 years of military discharge. 
Like Larman, many of today’s veter- 
ans are older and apt to have fami- 
lies, which can make the financial 
and time limits challenging. 

These days, 95 percent of enlist- 
ees pay into the GI Bill program. 


Of those, 29 percent never use the 
benefits. And just 9 percent redeem 
the full amount they’re eligible for. 
Officials at the Department of 
Veterans Affairs emphasize that 
71 percent of veterans in the pro- 
gram use some portion of the edu- 
cation benefit, more than ever. But 
the VA doesn’t track how many vet- 
erans complete degrees. 

Veterans using the benefit are tak- 
ing on multiple jobs, crashing with 
Mom and Dad, putting tuition on 
credit cards and taking out student 
loans to make ends meet, advocates 
say. “You have these soldiers coming 
back, and they want to go to school as 
away to decompress, and they’re hav- 
ing to work two to three jobs to make 
it,” says Patrick Campbell, legislative 
director at the Iraq and Afghanistan 
Veterans of America. 

Both bills under consideration 
in Congress would eliminate the 
$1,200 contribution requirement 
and increase the benefit to reflect the 
cost of schooling today. Sen. Hillary 
Rodham Clinton, D-N.Y, and Iraq 
veteran Rep. Patrick Murphy, D-Pa., 
introduced legislation in May that 
would provide for full tuition, fees, 
books, and room and board for eight 
semesters. A similar bill, introduced 
in January by Sen. Jim Webb, D-Va., 
a former Marine and secretary of 
the Navy, would also offer veterans 
full tuition and housing. In addition, 
Webb’s bill includes a monthly sti- 
pend of $1,000 and increases the 
amount of time veterans have to use 
their benefit from 10 to 15 years after 
discharge. 

Updating the GI Bill, Webb 
says, is a cost of war. “If you’re not 
going to take care of people you 
send to war, don’t send them to 
war,” he says. But, he argues, it’s a 
cost with a clear return. He cited a 
2007 government report that con- 
cluded that World War II veterans 
who took advantage of their edu- 
cational benefits had higher earn- 
ings and an easier time readjusting 
to civilian life than those who did 
not. “You don’t lose money when 
you pour it into people’s heads,” 
Webb says. 

In recruiting offices nationwide, 
however, a different scenario is play- 
ing out. Slick advertising brochures 
highlight a $72,900 college benefit, 
an amount that most recruits will 
not be eligible for because it fac- 
tors in bonuses reserved for enlist- 
ees with special skills or those who 
commit to jobs that are difficult to 
fill. But the message seems to work. 


A 2004 survey commissioned by 
the Army found that educational 
benefits were the most common 
reason cited by young adults for 
considering enlistment. 

The benefits are what sold Edwin 
Cadena, 23. As a senior at Westfield 
High School in Chantilly, Cadena 
had his sights set on college. With 
high grades and a resume full of 
extracurricular activities such as 
soccer, track and salsa danc- 
ing, Cadena was admitted to the 
University of Virginia. Just one 
thing stood in his way — money. 

So, with his college acceptance

letter in hand, Cadena signed on a 
different dotted line. He enlisted 
in the Marine Corps and, for four 
years, served as an amphibious 
assault vehicle commander. Cadena 
deployed to Fallujah, Iraq, in 2005 
and found himself patrolling streets 
and knocking on doors in search of 
machine guns. 

Cadena figured his benefits from 
the GI Bill would help make his ser- 
vice worthwhile. But when his ser- 
vice was up, Cadena realized he still 
wouldn’t have enough money to attend 
the University of Virginia, even with 
in-state tuition. Today, Cadena gets 
about $1,200 per month from the GI 
Bill. He lives with his parents to save 
on rent and has a part-time job mak- 
ing $12 per hour scanning and enter- 
ing forms into databases. 

Even with Northern Virginia 
Community College’s comparative- 
ly low tuition of about $1,100 per 
semester, Cadena can’t afford to get 
a place of his own. Once he finishes 
his associate’s degree next spring, he 
hopes to transfer to one of Virginia’s 
public four-year universities, where 
he’ll likely pay at least three times 
as much in tuition alone. 

“College money was the reason 
why I joined,” he says. But “every 
year, college tuition goes up and 
up. So, every month you can get 
that money, and it’s worth less

In a typical language course, a 
teacher might limit a discussion 
on the meaning of “chameleon” to 
its two well-known definitions: a 
lizard that changes colors or a per- 
son who, figuratively, does the same 
thing in different situations. 

But at Montgomery College, 
it’s only the beginning for stu- 
dents whose first language is not 
English. 

In the Cultural Identity in a 
Changing World course, 16 students 
sitting in a four-hour class learned 
about chameleons in apartheid 
South Africa, people whose official 
racial designation was changed by 
the government through the stroke 
of a pen. Indians became colored; 
Chinese became white. 

The course is designed to teach 
the nitty-gritty of language acqui- 
sition — reading, writing and oral 
communication — through the con- 
text of content rather than through 
drilling of basic skills, something 


common in traditional classes for 
nonnative English speakers. 

“Learning about culture helps us 
learn more about the language,” said 
Tereza Belohlavkova, 23, who came 
to the United States two years ago 
from the Czech Republic. 

“In my country, it is more about 
memorizing stuff,” she said. “It’s not 
as open-minded and relaxed. This 
class helps me. I feel like I am learn- 
ing how to express myself, and I

don’t feel stupid to ask questions.” 

Students in the course taught 
by Sharyn Neuwirth and Margaret 
Kirkland — designed for students 
speaking English at the high-interme- 
diate range — learn about American 
Indians and South Africans in an 
exercise that leads them to explore 
their own cultures. 


“It is interesting to see how 
skills develop when you have a 
course based on context with a 
particular subject,” Kirkland said. 
“It develops in an organic way, just 
like the way we develop our first 
language.” 

Neuwirth and Kirkland wrote 
some of the materials for their 
course after discovering that much 
of the published resources written 
for students at that level had little 
content value, they said. They used 
material Neuwirth obtained dur- 
ing a summer fellowship in South 
Africa. 

The work can be difficult, and 
students have lots of demands 
on them. Many work full time or 
have ties to their native country 
that can disrupt their life in the 
United States. 

Still, those who attend the class- 
es get more than just rote memo- 
rization lessons on subject-verb 
agreement. 

At a recent class, students dis- 
cussed the different groups of 
people living in South Africa and 
strategized in groups about ways a 
minority group can impose its will 
on a majority. 

Later, Kirkland turned their 
attention to an essay, “My Life as 
a Student,” which she used to teach 
the class about verb tenses. 

The discussion ended on a light 
note, with a line from the essay 
about how important a social life 
can be to help build confidence and 
how exercising and music put the 
author in “a good mood to study.”
